The Cherry Sheet is prepared and given annually to each town and city in the 
Commonwealth by the state Bureau of Corporations and Accounts. It states the 
financial estimates, taxes, reimbursements, etc of each town and city in its rela- 
tion to the Commonwealth and its subdivisions. For Wilmington, for instance, 
the Cherry Sheet tells the town officials how much money will be received during 
the year from the state and from Middlesex County, and how much money will 
have to be paid by the town to the state and county. There are quite a few items 
in the computations, costs of schools, roads, etc., etc. 


Town Counsel Alan Altman has

Commuter Parking Lot 
discussion for Route 93 


Half. a. dozen, ago, there, 
were discussions Bett the ‘wisdom 
of having a commuter parking lot, 
near Routes 129 and 93, at the 
Reading-Wilmington line. The 
proposal was to provide transpor- 
tation by the Boston & Maine 
railroad tracks from that point to 
Boston, and to keep many of the 
cars from New Hampshire from 
entering the traffic of subarban 
and urban Boston. 

From the viewpoint of the town 
of Wilmington the proposal did not 
make much sense. There would be 
a tremendous tax burden on the 
town. The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen voted against a study 
which was touse funds provided by 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) in Washington 

The subsidies paid to the MBTA 
was the cause over which the 
Wilmington selectmen raised their 
objections. Towns and cities in 
eastern Massachusetts have trou- 
ble on this account. The share of 
money contributed by each com- 
munity is computed by the number 
of passengers boarding or leaving 
the MBTA transportation in the 
‘community. The Mayor of Boston, 
which has half the count, is unhap- 
py about this method of computing 
costs, 

Wilmington's selectmen, half a 
dozen years ago, felt that the peo- 
ple of Wilmington would be taxed 
for people boarding the trains, if 
such a parking lot were to be 
placed at the Reading-Wilmington 
line. They felt that Wilmington 
taxpayers would be heavily billed 
for riders from such places as 
Salem, New Hampshire. 

‘The subject of a parking lot at 


Nordberg of Reading is now 


snaking the proponal Astory in bg 
Reading Chronicle, on June 
said that there was to be a meeting 
at 100 Nashua Street in Boston at 
10 am on that day, and that both 
the Reading Board of Selectmen 
and the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen had been invited to at- 
tend. 

According to the version in the 
Chronicle, there is a large tract of 
land in Wilmington which 
Nordberg said may be used for 
parking. The land is owned by the 
Boston & Maine Railroad, and if 
the state takes over the B&M to 
Lowell Junction, as has been 
proposed the land would become 
state property. 

No invitation had been extended 
to the Wilmington select men, they 
said, None of them seemed to 
know of the meeting, except 
selectman James Miceli, who said 
he had had a telephone call from 
Rep. Nordberg, and had as a con- 
sequence attended the meeting in 


Boston. 

Miceli, Monday night, was ready 
to give his approval to the idea. He 
told the Wilmington  selectmen 
that all the parking would be in 
Reading, and that none would be in 
Wilmington. At another time he 
pointed to the Mass DPW storage 
depot, near Route 93, which is at 
least part in Wilmington, and in- 
dicated that it could be taken over 
for parking, 

‘There would have to be a study, 
Miceli said, that would take at 
least 18 months, and further, he 
said that perhaps there would then 
be a full cloverleaf at 93 and 129, as 
a result. 

‘The only other comment was by 
Selectman Boylen. “This could 
cost the taxpayers (of 
Wilmington) half a million 
dollars" he said

CITIZENS FOR LIFE 
FORMED IN WILMINGTON 
‘The Massachusetts Citizens for 
Life, a group dedicated to the 
preciousness of human life, 
formed a new chapter in 
Wilmington on June 24th under the 
direction of ‘Richard “Alle of 


obstetrician explained the various 
legal and medical aspects of abor- 
tion. 


In his remarks, Mr. Allen told 
the audience that as a result of the 
Supreme Court decision on abor- 
tion, a bill has been proposed in 
Florida, HB31#4, stating that three 
physicians and a circuit court 
Judge could rule that a person be 
put to death, when, in their opi- 
nion, that person was beyond the 
point of meaningful existence. A 
current aamendment suggests that 
age need not be a determining fac- 
tor. Dr. Lombardo told of the 
callous methods used in abortion 
and the dangers to the mothers. 
He also praised the nurses in New 
York who had the courage to save 
the lives of six of the babies left to 
die from neglect. 

Attorney Radley said that by law 
unborn babies can claim and 
receive insurance settlements for 
injuries incurred while in the 
mothers womb, collect in- 
heritences and receive Social 
Security benefits; but these very 
same unborn babies are not con- 
sidered legal persons and can be 
aborted at the discretion of the 
mother and her physician.

BOSTON & LOWELL RAILROAD LOCOMOTIVES IN TESTS, 
WILMINGTON, IN- 1851. 


When the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad was built - just prior to 
1835, the business men of Andover 
felt that they had to have a connec- 
tion with that railroad, and started 
one of thelr own, called the 
Wilmington & Andover, Even 
before they had laid the tracks 
there was a change in route, 80 
that part of the original right of 
wa, never used, is still to be seen, 
westerly of Ballardvale Street, in 
Wilmington and Andover. 

Right now that right of way is 
finally being destroyed, by the new 
industrial building. 

In order to serve the patrons of 
the Wilmington & Andover a 
railroad station was built, in the, 
fork where the two railroads” 
joined. Today a tool house stands 
on that site. 

Passengers coming from An- 
dover would disembark at the 
Wilmington station of the W & A, 
and walk southerly 100 yards to the 
Wilmington station of the Boston & 
Lowell, which station was located 
just south of Burlington Avenue 

Within ten years of its start the 
Wilmington & Andover had 
become the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, and the need for a 
separate station in Wilmington 
was no longer felt. The station
